Why the Sales Tax was introduced 
Ontario is experiencing the most dynamic growth in its history. 

As a result, the demands on the provincial treasury continue 
to grow at an unprecedented rate. For example, during the next 
five years we must build the equivalent of one thousand schools 
large enough for 500 pupils each. This. means that provincial 
grants to schools must be greatly increased in the years imme- 
diately ahead, or municipalities will be faced with crippling mill 
rates to provide basic educational facilities. Hospitals, highways 
and other public works most also be greatly expanded to meet 
the needs of our rapidly increasing population. 

Your Province must increase its revenues by about $150 
million annually to pay for these vital projects. 

After considering every method available to the Province, of 
raising money, your representatives at Queen’s Park decided 


that our vast financial needs could not be met out of present 


It was agreed that The Retail Sales Tax Act 
was the fairest and most practical way for residents of Ontario

Before drawing up the Ontario Retail Sales Tax Act, your 
government closely studied the retail sales taxes of seven other 
Canadian provinces and many states of the U.S.A. The Ontario 
Retail Sales Tax Act has the broadest exemptions of any of these 
retail sales taxes. Only two other provinces have a tax rate as 
low as Onfario. | 


Collection of Tax 


Those who regularly sell goods as a normal part of their business 
must apply to be registered as vendors. Those who have applied 
are now receiving-their permits. 

They will collect 3% tax on the price of goods sold to the 
ultimate consumer. The tax will be collected only once. Thus, a 
registered wholesaler will purchase goods for resale tax free from 
the manufacturer. He in turn will sell to the retailer on a tax 
free basis. Then the retailer will collect the tax when he sells 
to the consumer. 


Major Consumer Exemptions 


Most of the day-to-day necessities of life are free of sales tax. 
Food, prescribed drugs and medical supplies, and. children’s 
clothing are all tax exempt. Heating fuel, electricity and gasoline 
are exempt. Newspapers, magazines and books are exempt. No 
tax applies on restaurant meals charged separately at $1.50 or 
less. Each sale of less than 17¢ is exempt. These and many other 
exemptions are discussed in defail on special cards that are now 
being mailed to retailers and other vendors. 


Homes Not Taxable 


Houses and other buildings are real property and are not subject 
to tax under this Act. The building contractor pays tax on 


If furnishings such as draperies, stoves and refrigerators are sold” , 
with a home, tax is payable on the fair value of such furnishings. 


Services Not Taxable 


Only items of merchandise that are moveable, and telephone: 
services, except long distance calls, are subject to the tax. Those 
persons selling “‘services,” such as barbers, beauty shops, laun- 
derers and dry cleaners, do not collect tax, but must pay tax on: 
the materials they use in supplying their service. However, if a. 
repair service includes substantial quantities of parts or material, . 
the entire bill will be taxable unless the materials are shown as a. 
separate charge from the labour. 


Casual Sales 


When an individual sells goods privately, the transaction is a 
“casual” sale. In such cases the purchaser and not the seller of 
taxable goods is responsible to report the purchase and pay the 
sales tax on the purchase price tO the Retail Sales Tax Branch,, 
Office of the Comptroller of Revenue. 


instalment Purchases 3 


Sales tax is due on the total price when the sale is made, ever 
though payments may continue oyer a long period of time. 
Finance charges are also taxable unless quoted and itemized 


separately. 


Trade-ins 


The actual selling price minus the amount of the trade-in allow- 
ance is the amount upon which sales tax is payable. 


Farming 


Farmers will be exempt from tax on most'equipment, on agri-- 
cultural seeds and feeds, on drugs and medicines for livestock 
and on many other commodities used directly in the business. 
of farming. 


Exports and Imports 


Goods exported from Ontario are not taxable. since the tax is. 
applicable only to goods used in Ontario. No tax is payable 
under this Act by manufacturers on goods they purchase for use 
in the production of goods for sale. Thus, their competitive posi- 
tion in the export market is maintained without change after the 
introduction of this tax. 

Goods imported into Ontario are taxable since they are pur- 
chased for use in Ontario. The purchaser of the imported goods 
is subject to the same tax he would have to pay to an Ontario 
Vendor if he purchased the goods in Ontario.

Darwin observed many types 
of coral island in his journey ac- 
ross the Pacific in the Beagle. 
Some islands like Rotuma con- 
sisted of a rocky central portion 
with an apron of fringing reef 
growing out from it. At Bora- 
Bora a voleanic island rises out 
of a lagoon which in turn is en- 
circled by a narrow reef, just as 
if a mountain had been placed in 
the lagoon of a true coral atoll. 
The atoll itself is merely a ring 
of long, straggling islands which 
enclose the lagoon. The islands 
rise a few feet only above sea 
level; the lagoon can be anything 
up to a hundred feet in depth.... 

It seemed obvious to Darwin 
that these three types were all 
natural process. In the beginning 
a voleanic island grew up out of 
the sea, and a reef of coral grew 
all round it. But the island slow- 


allowed the coral polyps to build 
up and keep their heads above 
water. The coral grew badly 
near the shore because of fresh 
water and mud brought down by 
rain from the volcanic island. On 
the other hand the growth at the 


outer edge of the reef was strong ~ 


and healthy, so that gradually, as 
the island sank and diminished in 
size, a stretch of lagoon appeared 
between the island and the up- 
ward-growing outer rim of the 
reef. Eventually the whole vol- 


canic island disappeared ‘beneath - 


the sea, but the coral still con- 
tinued to grow, keeping pace with 
the sinking island. —From “Un- 
der the Deep Oceans,” by T. F. 
Gaskell. 


Making Men 
More Like Women 


When a man has a heart attack, 
he may simply be paying “the 
penalty of being a male.” This is 
the opinion of Dr. George C. Grif- 
fith, a University of Southern 
California cardiologist who cites 
the fact that twice as many men 
as women aged 40 to 74 suffer 
heart attacks. In an article in the 
current Annals of Internal Medi- 
cine, Dr. Griffith suggested a pos- 
sible solution:: Make men chemi- 
cally more like women. 

According to Dr. Griffith, stud- 
ies have shown that men are far 
more likely to accumulate choles- 
terol, a fatty substance which 
clogs the arteries and is believed 
to be a major cause of heart at- 
tacks. Among women, says Dr. 
Griffith, the condition is much 
less common. This biological in- 
equity, says the USC cardiologist, 
has been traced to the fact that 
the female sex hormone, estrogen, 
shields arterial walls from fat 
(women past the menopause, 
lacking estrogen, are more liable 
to heart disease), while the male 
hormone, testosterone, seems to 
promote the fat deposits (eunuchs 
are less likely to develop ather- 
osclerasis). 

Putting this to practical use, re- 
searchers at USC. (notably, Dr. 
Jessie Marmorston) have given 
354 male heart -petients doses of 
the female sex hormone — in am- 
ounts too small to feminize — 

ily for at least two and a_-half 
manths; The results were encour- 
aging: The death rate for these 
men was cut from the usual 15 
per cent after a heart attack to a 
mere 5 per cent. 

Dr. Griffith's recommendation: 
“The administration of estrogen 
in a small dose that does not pro- 
duce breast changes or loss of 
libido should be considered for 
every male patient.found to have 
an abnerma! distribution of the 
(blood) 
clinical findings of atheroscler- 
osis, Men must borrow the*protec- 
tive factor that is the normal 
birthright of the so-called weaker 
sex.”

That 
was the distressing news contain- 
ed in a recent letter from farm- 
ing friends. We could visualise 
the situation so well because of 
our own past experiences. Many 
is the time we had the same thing 
happen. And yet, now we have 
been away from the farm a few 
years we find it unbelievably 
easy to forget. And we don't 
really want to forget. I mention 
this because when we were on 
the farm we were often provoked 
by city fiends who had so Kittle 
understanding of our problems at 
that time. Now we can appre- 
ciate both sides of the matter. 

To farm folk wet, stormy 
weather means extra work, often 
coupled with financial loss. To 
urban folk it is a matter of an- 
hoyance — upsetting plans for a 
long week-end — for a family 
picnic; a round of golf or attend- 
ance at a baseball game. It is a 
fact that one half of our popula- 
tion doesn’t know how fhe other 
half lives — sometimes because 
we don’t even care. Surely it 
would be well to take a more 
sympathetic attitude towards 
each other’s problems, 

However, farming problems are 
not what they used to be, Haying 
and harvesting, with balers and 
combines doing most of the har- 
vest work, doesn’t make the ex- 
tra chores for the farmer’s wife 
that it used to, Feeding and bak- 
ing for extra help was bad 
enough but in addition Mrs. Far- 
mer was often pressed into ser- 
vice to drive the horses or trac- 
tor on the hayfork. And the same 
when grain was being loaded 
into the barn. Then came thresh- 
ing — taking up anywhere from 
one to four days, according to 
the size of the crop and the 


threshing capacity of the ma- 
chine. Hours were long — from 
five-thirty to sundown — and 


barn chores to do after that. 
Looking back to those early 
threshing days almost makes mé 
wilt, even now. Pies and more 
pies; great dishes of applesauce, 
vegetables, hot biscuits and huge 
roasts of good, red beef — to 
feed from eight to twelve men 
twice a day. Before the advent 


of hydro that meant hours and, 


hours over a hot kitchen range. 
Water for the men to wash was 
also quite a problem. They liked 
it hot but of course very few 


farm homes had water on tap.

Just For Kicks 

They work alone, or at most 
in gangs of three or four. and 
- alwaye by night. Their favorite 
spots are the small ponds and 
marshy streams that fleck the 
rich pasture lands of southern 
Louisiana, below New Orleans. 
The water makes it easier for 
them to hide the evidence of the 
kill.

In clumps of woods, they wait 
until a solitary cow sloshes into 
the shallows. Then a rifle is 
raised and a single shot fired, 
aimed from close range at the 
back of the animal’s head. Swift- 


ly, oné\or more figures close in. 


on the fallen cow, slit its throat,

haunches of beef. Then it’s off 
to a pickup truck parked nearby 
and.disappearance into the dark. 

That’s the way southern Lou- 
isiana’s. modern cattle rustlers 
work — and the frequency with 
which they strike has come to 
pose a major problem for cattle 
growers, small farmers, and law 
enforcement authorities in the 
five parishes of the New Orleans 
area. 


At least 200 head of cattle have 
fallen to the rustlers in the past 


year, according to the Southeast-: 


ern Cattlemen’s Association, and 
Jefferson Parish Deputy Sheriff 
Alex Courouleau thinks the ac- 
tual number is considerably high~- 
er. “You can bet your boots the 
figure is over 1,000,” the deputy 
said recently, “and I’m conserva- 
‘tive at that.” 


‘Plumb Scared’: Tilting his 10- 
gallon hat, fingering the bone- 
handled butt of his six-shooter, 
Courouleau — locally known as 
the rustlers’ nemesis — went on: 
“If only the public would coop- 
_erate, we could break it up in 
nothing flat. But the average 
guy who sees something suspi- 
cious like a man packing ‘/hind- 
quarters into a pickup truck on 
a lonely road at night turns his 
head and_goes into his shell like 
a turtle. He’s plumb scaréd to 
say. anything.” 

Courouleau, and other law of- 
ficers, are hopeful that the re- 
wards posted recently by the 
cattlemen’s group-—-decided upon 
at a mass meeting at the Cow- 
town Saloon in the town of Ara- 
bi — will increase the present 
trickle of information the law- 
men get to a flow. “Maybe the 
expectation of reward will over- 
eome their fright,” said Courou- 
leau. “It’s too early to tell.” 

What sets the Louisiana rust- 
Jers apart from small-time crim- 
inals in other parts of the coun- 
try is that apparently they are 
strictly amateurs. Judging by 
the few who have been caught, 
they are outwardly respectable 
@ltizens of small communities 
“pear New Orleans who work at 
ordinary jobs by day and turn 
into marauders by night. Why? 
Just for kicks, the law officers 
think, and perhaps to impress 
their families with ‘their re- 
sourcefulness. Rarely do they try 
4o sell their plunder; they pack 
KH into their own deep freezers.

Late Summer 
-Gardening Tips 


One secret of a restful garden 


J is not to overcrowd, In our 
eagerness to raise all the differ- 
ent plants we like we are often 
tempted to pack them into our 
flower borders, mass shrubs 
close together, and give our trees 


too little room to grow into nat-/ 


ural shapes. With everything 
standing shoulder to shoulder 
the place is like a jammed sub- 
way station at the rush hour. 


For most of us, this is the time 
of year for late summer trim- 
ming of shrubs and climbing 
roses, for cutting back lush early 
summer growth, and pruning 
out weak or interfering branch- 
es of trees. Some perennials can 
be moved, also, and iris can be 
divided, It is therefore a good 
time to look the place over and 
do away with overcrowding. 


Shrubs that bloomed this 
spring should have their spent 
bloom heads cut off. Lilacs, 
rhododendrons, bridal wreath 
are among these. Notice, how- 
ever, where the new flower 
shoots are forming or where 
new shoots that will be the 
source of next year's flowers 
are, and don’t out them off. 


Lilacs for next year form at 
the base of the “Y” made by 
this year’s two sprays. Azaleas 
form next year’s flowers imme- 


Ylower buds must not be trimmed 
off. Bridal wreath blooms on 
new shoots and can be cut back 
severely. Forsythia is a lush 
grower, but blooms next season 
on this year’s new growth. 
Watch for suckers from the 
roots of hybrid roses. Any 
shoots coming up from below the 
graft will not be the plants you 
pought. Wisteria side shoots can 
be cut back to two leaf nodes, 
and unwanted leaders can be cut

off. If your wisteria is well es- 
tablished, it may need pruning 
every two or three weeks to 
keep it from climbing all over 
the landscape. 


Large-flowered climbing roses 
should be thinned, but do not 
remove all the old canes, for 
flowering branches grow from 
them. Oriental poppies can be 
transplanted from now on, as 
also can bearded iris. Divide the 
latter, with a leaf node on each 
division, Peonies too close to- 
gether can be transplanted in 
August in the north, writes Mil- 
licent Taylor in the Christian 
Science Monitor., 


This is a good time to take 
walks along the borders to see 
how to improve them another 
year. If they are crowded — as 
they probably are — decide what 
plants can be moved or given 
away. Well-cared-for bare soil 
between the plants gives them 
room to grow, helps control 
mildew, and is neat and attrac- 
time. A mulch of peat moss is 
used by many experienced 
gardeners around plants and 
shrubs, and besides retaining 
moisture keeps down weeds. 


Look over your shade trees. 
Any dead wood should’ be 
pruned out at this time, and 
also crowded or interfering 
branches. The cut should be 
made close to the junction. 
Small cuts can be painted with 
shellac or grafting wax. Larger 
cut surfaces should be coated 
with. pruning paint. 

The stiff conifers like cedars 
and spruces ought not to be 
shaped by pruning. Pines are 
pruned by pinching out the lead- 
ing candles. Yews can be shap- 


ed, and cutting the top of an 
arborvitae .will help it widen 
out. 

The secret of good pruning is 
freeing the tree or shrub for 


more symmetrical and natural 
growth. Pruning is not for the 
purpose of making a tree or 
shrub smaller than it wants to 
be at maturity. Someone has 
said that the best pruning is the 
kind that cah never be detected 
at all.

China’s Great Wall 
Tumbling: Down ! 


Is the world’s greatest wall 
destined to crumble and eventu- 
ally be forgotten? 

It seems that this may be the 
case according to a geologist who 
has been unofficially inspecting 
sections of the vast twenty-five- 
foot-thick Great Wall of China 
which extends 1,500 miles over 
mountains, rivers and valleys 
and was built as a sefence 
against the savage Tartars. 

The Great Wall has stood for 
more than 2,000 years but today 
some of it is in a state of ruin 
because it has long ago outlived 
its usefulness. 

This giant barrier—the mighti- 
est ever built by man — has 
towers or. bastions, forty-feet 
square at the base, erected at 
every hundred yards or so of its 
length. 

It is calculated that in- this 
single wall, on which 300,000 
men worked night and day for 
fifteen years, is sufficient build- 
ing material to erect a barrier 
right around the globe at the 
Equator at least eight feet high 
and three feet thick. 

Many of the, Great Wall's sec- 
tions are still in good preserva~- 


sive Chinese emperors when they 
were threatened by invasion 
from the north. 

One authority on China, Mr. 
Hadland “Davis, reported that 
rich and poor, learng¢d and sim-~- 
ple Chinese, spoke of the builder 
of the Great Wall, Emperor 
Shih Huang Ti, with contempt. 

Among the workers were men 
who had given him offence, so 
the Emperor ordered that they 
should do the heaviest tasks of 
lifting and placing stones. Those 
who paused for a moment to 
rest were pounced upon by a 
brutal overseer, killed and their 
bodies crushed into the founda- 
tion of the Great Wall. 

The mighty old wall was the 
scene of many terrible battles 
centuries ago. As comparatively 
recently as 1933 it played a part 
in the fighting in China’ against 
Japan. 


Mickey Mantle 
Caught Off Base 


Mickey Mantle had one of his 
rare bad days recently. The New 
York Yankee power-hitter failed 
to hit a home run in four trips 
to the plate, and he was caught 
off base by the Federal Frade 
Commission, 

The FTC said that Mantle, who 
earns up to $50,000 annually in 
product endorcements, had al- 
lowed the Mid-West Creamery 
Co. of Ponca City, Okla., to ad- 
vertise that it sold “Mickey 
Mantle’s favorite milk” when, in 


fact, he neither drank nor pre-. 


ferred it. Mantle quickly agreed 
that the endorsement should be 
dropped, Explaining that Mantle 
didn’t even know about the Pon- 
ca City endorsement, his agent. 
said the deal had been arranged 
with a dairy association which in 
turn had farmed out the right. to 
use Mantle’s name. 

It was the first time in mem- 
ory that a celebrity had been 
called upon to prove that he real- 
ly meant what he said in an en- 
dorsement, but it may not be the 
last. The FTC made it clear that 
while it has ho intention of ask- 
ing famous people a lot of em- 


barrassing questions, it will take 
action on any complaints

As for the cockles (a bivalve 
mollusk, as the dictionary calls 
them), they are a factor in the 
problem of spreading the new 
prosperity of South Wales more 
widely to the still economically 
depressed areas of North and 
mid-Wales. 

The South Wales revival has 
resulted from planned diversifi- 
eation of industry with the in- 
troduction of many new indus- 
tries into areas which were 
formerly dominated by coal, iron, 
steel, and tinplate. 

The government in London 
now is being urged to take simi- 
lar action in central and North 
Wales. The latest government re- 
port sees hopeful opportunities 
in many unexpected directions. 

It says that the fishermen of 
the little North Wales harbor of 
Portmadoe have formed them- 
for ex- 
orting bottled cockles. A ship- 
Tent has already gone to the 
United States. 

Here the idea of reviving 
North Wales by bottled cockles 
is a controversial one. But it was 
the same in South Wales when 
some coal miners were scornful 
at the thought of starting their 
working life again making but- 
tons. Today they see how in- 
dustrial diversification is paying 
off. 

Finally the most lively de- 
bates of all are raging.in Pem- 
brokeshire and Cardiganshire. 
There the traditional pacifist 
Welsh people are being called on 
to act as hosts this coming 
autumn to German Panzer units, 
who will be carrying out firing 
practice with their 40 tanks on 
the range at Castlemartin under 
a -NATO exchange _ training 
scheme. 

Many Welsh folk regard this 
as a supreme affront to “the 
land of our fathers.”

We drove to, Milton last Thurs-

If 
there is a bad fire, a robbery or 
a traffic accident we hear or 
read about it until we know all 
thé details, but here was a disas- 
ter that hadn’t attracted any 
attention at all. Hundreds of 
people will drive along the road 
we travelled — and others — 
and may not even notice the 
flattened fields, or if they see 
them they won’t even know that 
it means a loss of hundreds of 
dollars to the farmers concern- 
ed. Those flattened fields will 
have far-reaching results. In some 
cases farmers will not have 
enough grain to feed their live- 
stock during the coming winter; 
they must either buy feed or sell 
some of their cattle and poultry. 
It will also mean ldwer financial 
returns on the milk, cream and 
egg receipts. Mrs. Farmer may 
have to go without that new 
electric stove, or the oilcloth for 
the kitchen that she had been 
promised after the harvest was 
taken care of. It may also mean 
waiting. another year before a 
trade-in can be arranged on the 
old family car. But just let Mr. 
Farmer or any member of his 
family air their grievances to 
those who live in urban districts 
and their complaints will fall on 
deaf ears, or be brushed aside 
with the usual comment — “Oh, 
you farm folk — you're never 
satisfied — the summer season 
is either too wet or too dry; too 
hot or too cold!” Unfortunately, 
that is all too true. The weather 
ean make or .break the farmer. 
it means more to him-than in- 
convenience’ — such as a spoilt 
week-end at the cottage, a day 
at the golf links, or attending a 
ball game. No one can change 
the weather but at least there 
could be a better understanding 
between city folk and their coun- 
try cousins ... and less grumbl-

Jupiter Honeymoon 
Might Be Better 


Mars and Venus, the earth’s 
closest planetary neighbors, have 
been rated the likeliest habitats 
for extraterrestrial life. Astrono- 
mers ruled out Jupiter because 
the intense cold of its atmos- 
phere (210 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit) would freeze any 
known organism. 


Now astronomer Car] Sagan 
of the University of California 
has come up with a new idea: 
Suppose the clouds of Jupiter 
behave like a giant greenhouse, 
trapping and storing the feeble 
heat received from the sun? 
Far from the traditional idea of 
a frozen waste shrouded by am- 
monia, methane, and hydrogen 
gases, the planet's surface might 
actually reach a comfortable 
room temperature. : 


On the basis of laboratory*ex- 
periments with a test-tube at- 
mosphere of Jupiter, Sagan fur- 
ther speculates that lightning 
and solar radiation produce or- 
ganic chemicals which sink into 
Jupiter's warm seas of ammonia 
and water. There the chemicals 
may become precursors of living 
organisms, in much the same 
way of-life is reckoned to have 
sterted on earth. 

“The possibility of life on Ju- 
piter seems somewhat better 
than the possibility of life on 
Venus,” the astronomer says in 
the current issue of Radiation 
Research. The latter now seems 
remote, he said, because the 
same “greenhouse effect” that 
may warm Jupiter has heated 
Venus to a searing 600 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


Fish That Travel 
Really Fast 


Naturalists are finding it hard 
to agree which is the world’s 
fastest fish. Many of them: are 
insistent that it is the sword- 
fish. 

One of these mighty fish — 
their average length is seven 
feet and weight 250 lb. — poked 
its. sword through twenty inches 
of hard wood sheathed with cop- 
per during a clash with a sail- 
ing ship. 

“Such a feat would have been 
impossible at a speed, at the mo- 
ment of impact, of less than sixty 
miles an hour,” reported a mar- 
ine biologist. “But the cruising 


speed of a swordfish is only 
thirty-five miles an hour.” 
Another expert thinks the 


swordfish comparatively slow af- 

‘ter checking up on the speed of 
a sailfish in the Atlantic. The 
run of a hooked specimen was 
timed with a stopwatch and the 
speed attained was 100 yards in 
three seconds.

The Ontario bag and posses- 
sion limits for ducks have been 
yeduced in the 196] Migratory 
Bird Regulations issued by the 
Canadian Wildlife Service The 
lowering of limits is due to the 
reduction in supply of ducks 
from the Western Provinces, 
where drought conditions have 
seriously affected nesting success 
and brood production. 

The daily bag limit has been 
reduced from six to five, and the 
possession limit from twelve to 
ten, exclusive of mergansers. 
One canvasback or redhead duck 
is being permitted as a “mistake” 


bird. This allowance ties in with’ 


an open\letter to fish and game 


elubs in} the Prairie Provinces 


‘and western Ontario, in which 
Resources Minister Walter Dins- 
dale asked that clubs help in- 
form. all hunters that canvas- 
backs and redheads should not 
be shot this year, in an effort to 
retain an adequate breeding pop- 
ulation.

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A Blowtorch Helped 
To Stort Your Car! 


When you start out in the fa- 
mily car this weekend it would 
be nice if you gave a momen- 
tary thought to Harry B. Haines. 
Writing to the editor of the ma- 


gazine The Horseless Age just , 


about 60 years ago he gave his 
instructions for starting his 4% 
horsepower “American carriage.” 


“Just move the rod back of 
the seat up and down once or 
twice. That is the auxiliary gaso- 
line pump and forces enough 
gesoline into the explosion cham- 
ber to start with ... Then out 
your spark and switch levers far 
forward so as to start with a late 


spark. Turn the needle vaive - 


controlling supply of gasoline, 
then turn on your lubricator. 
Now press down on your reiief 
lever to let out the bad gas and 
turn the starting crank once or 
twice to get the motor going.” 

Simple, eh? When Ford came 
along he put the “starting crank” 
out in front, but for Mr. Haines’ 
car it was directly beneath the 
seat, “always in position.” 

It was touch and go in Mr. 
Haines’ day whether to go gaso- 
line or steam. The Stanley Bro- 
thers of Newton, Mass., almost 
made America a nation of steam 
drivers. 

One problem with steam was 
getting up pressure. You could 
buy the Turner Pocket Gasoline 
Torch whose flame according to 
an advertisement “covers the 
whole of the generating coil.” 
However that was optional with 
the manufacturers of the Stan- 
ley Steamer. They recommend- 
ed “cotton waste and a side road 
fire.” 

This combined. well with pic- 
nics. After the hot dogs and just 
before putting out the fire you 
would get at that old generat- 
ing coil. However, a letter to 
the editor signed Ernest Duval, 
MD, of Chicago, Ill, made the 
point that this is “impracticable 
on a crowded street or even. in 
the country when the . wind 

ows hard.” It really poised a 
pretty problem. 

In the gay, experimental 
1900’s, however, difficulties were 
just made to be solved. Here is 
how Mr. Duval handled it: 

“When I want to fire up my 
carriage all I have to do, no 
matter if I am on a crowded 
street or in my barn, is to hitch 
up the generating tube on the 
step, Clasp the small blowtorch” 
(.e., the aforementioned Turner 
Pocket Gasoline Torch) “under 
‘it, and in less than a minute I 
can insert the generating tube

Mr. Duval continued — 


“The advantage of this con- 
trivance is that ] have nothing 
to hold in my hand or lay on 
the ground; that it does not gen- 
erate a flame that attracts at- 
tention, and is not much affect- 
ed by the wird.” 


Personally J’ think 1 would 
have been a( blowtorch man in 
1902 and I am almost persuaded 
that I would have been a Stan- 
ley Steamer owner, writes Ri- 
chard L. Strout in the Christian 
Science Monitor. The brothers, 
in. 1902, had a new model, so 
efficient that they claimed “the 
average consumption of water 
used in this carriage does not 
exceed 40 pounds per hour and 
as the water tank holds about 
20 gallons a very large radius 
of action is assured.” 

This introduces a new thought, 
“Miles per gallon” in a steamer 
as like as not referred to the 
mileage you could extract from 
a gallon of water. 


That was the day when motor- 
ists had a gay recklessness and 
when the horse was the double 
enemy —it shied, and it shed 
nails. 

Other enemies were state le- 
gislators. Three bills were intro- 
duced in Massachusetts that year 
— 7% miles an hour in cities: 15 
in the country; penalty $50 fine 
or three months in jail. 

And the New York State Sen- 
ate passed the Cocks bill: city 
maximum 8 miles; country, 20 
miles; on any bridge 4 miles. 


An Empty Pocket 
Is Now An Asset 
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The amount of money you 
carry in your pocket or wallet 
may be a significant indicator 
not only of your comparative 
wealth but your status as well. 

If you have a lot of money, 
reports show, you may keep very 
little of it jingling in your 
pockets. You have it out working 
for you. But if you don’t have 
much, the likelihood is greater 
that you keep it close at hand, 
where you can keep track of it. 

Queen Elizabeth I], an exceed- 
ihgly wealthy woman in her own 
right as well as the recipient of 
a large government stipend, 
never carries any cash. Even 
when she goes shopping at Chris- 
mastime, someone in her retinue 
always pays for the purchases or 
arranges for the bill to be sent. 
That is a royal tradition. 

In non-roval circles, too, the 
wealthy men of England seem 
to carry less coins on their per- 
son the larger their bank bal- 
ances. From time to time, men 
like Charles Clore, the property 
magnate, Paul Getty and Nubar 
Gulbenkian, the oi] millionaires, 
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$ — Kansas farmers go about their work oblivious of a new type 
Atlas ICBM missile standing on Its pad at one of 
Air Force Base, Topeka. Ordinarily, Atlas Is stored

and Charles Forte, a successful 
caterer, reportedly have run 
short of cash like « President 
Kennedy at the candy shop — 
and have to borrow a small 
amount to pay for taxis, tele- 
phones, or emergencies. 


But most of these men have 
learned through experience to 
have a small amount of money 
on their person, or to see that 
their chauffeur has funds on 
hand, After all, they themse!ves 
did not get to the top of the 
financial ladder by being .shcrt- 
sighted about such matters. 

Replacing money in the wallet 
in England, as in the United 
States, is the credit card. Such 
cards are not yet as profuse 
there as on the other side of the 
Atlantic. But many a 
businessman in Britain now 
feels it essential to- have a 
charge account at a good hotel 
or restaurant so he can sign 
the bill rather than pay cash 
when entertaining clients. 

Contributing to the reduction 
of cash carrying at lower levels 
of society is the recent growth 
of popularity of bank checking 
accounts. Advertisements now 
tell cash-and-carry George that 
if he seems to be slighted by 
the clerks when he makes a pur- 
chase, it is because John, no dif- 
ferent otherwise and = perhups 
poorer, carries a checkbook. Yes, 
the empty pocket practically be- 
comes’ an asses, according to 
Henry S. Hayward in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 


At the very depths, obviously, 
ere men such as myself who not 
only cerry cash — but carry 
small change in a coin. purse. 
Several feminine movie stars. I 
have noted recently, when de- 
scribing their ideal man have 
complained they cannot toler- 
ate one who carries a charge 
purse. I know what they mean, 
all right; if he is careful about 
his small change, what must he 
be about the larger denomina- 
tions? ; 

But if they, in turn (or their 
husbarids) had developed holes 
in their pockets by carrying 
heavy British pence, florins, and 
half crowns, perhaps they would 
be more sympathetic with the 
purse-bearing type. He is a thrif- 
ty fellow — but there is less 
mending to be done in the eve- 
ning! 

Meanwhile, if Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev has his 
way, money will become prac- 
tically unnecessary in the Soviet 
Union by 1980. If things work 
as planned, the Soviets 20 years 
hence won’t need money for 
housing, transportation, or food, 
education, health, or entertain- 
ment. That is quite a bit to pro- 
mise, and it will be some time 
“before we know if the Soviets 
are going to achieve this goal 

If they do achieve it, millions 
of them won’t have to carry cash 
any more—and they then doubt- 
less will call themselves the 
equal of Western millionaires 

If they succeed, moreover, the 
value of money is almost certain 
to decline elsewhere, too, and 
the Western millionaires of that 
day won't feel rich — despite 
their accumulated wealth and 
empty pockets. 


Calling All Scots —

In launching a world-wide ap- 
peal for this cause, Lord Clyde, 
the Lord Justice General of Scot- 


land, is asking for “a bawhee 
for Bruce.” 
Already, a promising trickle 


has started, some of it coming 


from patriots living as far west © 


as Vancouver and as far. east 
as Tokyo. 
Lord Clyde calculates that 


there are 25,000,000 Scots spread 
over the globe today. If each 
contributes a halfpenny the 
£50,000 target will be reav*hed 

“The sculptor chosen to carve 
the statue is Mr. C. D’O. Pilking- 
ton Jackson, who was respuns- 
ible for the great Nationa! War 
Memorial in Edinburgh Castie 
He plans to design a statue simi- 
lar in scale to the Haig monu- 
ment in Whitehall. 

Ideally, the memorial should 
*estand on the field of Bannock- 
burn. But the site of the battle, 
as marked on the Ordnance Sur- 
vey map, is some distance off 
the true place. That is now 
swamped by housing and re- 
claimed pastureland. 

But this difficulty will not 
daunt the Scots, They will erect 
the meneoria!l near the Borestone 
cairn, where Bruce set up his 
standard the day before the bat-

“The spirit of liberty is the 
spirit which is not too sure that 
it is right...” 

These words, from one of 
Judge Learned Hand's most fa- 
mous utterances, could have been 
applied as well to the spirit of 
justice that guided him through 
half a century on the Federal 
bench. It was a spirit reflected 
in the 2,000-odd opinions he 
wrote over the years. 

Should the pro-Bolshevik ma- 
gazine The Masses, be suppréss- 
ed (at the end of the first worid 
war)? No, said Judge Hand. To 
do so would be “to disregard the 
tolerance of al] methods of poli- 
tical agitation which in normal 
times\is a safeguard of free gov- 
ernment.” 

Should the conviction of the 
top U.S. Communists, under the 
Smith Act, be upheld (this was 
in 1950)? Yes, wrote Judge 
Hand. “The advocacy of violence 
may, or may not, fail; but in 
neither .case can there be any 
‘right’ to use it.” 

’ Jt was for opinions like those 
= the opinions of a man “not 
too sure he was right” — that 


Learned Hand came to be 


known as “the judge's judge.” 
Many considered him the most 
brilliant of his time. When the 
late Supreme Court Justice Ben-

jamin Cardozo was once asked 
whom of his colleagues on the 
Court he considered the greatest 
living American jurist, Cardozo 
replied: “The greatest living 
American jurist isn't on the Sup- 
‘treme Court. His name is Learned 
Hand.” * ‘ ; 


Born in Albany, N.Y., he was 
christened Billings Learned 
Hand (Learned was his mother’s 
maiden name), he attended Har- 
vard, both the college and the 
law school, and received his ap- 
pointment to the Federal bench 
when he was 37. In 1951, he for- 
mally retired — at 79 — but 
continued to serve when called 
upon. Just two years ago he 
celebrated his fiftieth anniver- 
sary as a U.S. judge in New 
York’s Foley Square Court- 
house — with Chief Justice Earl 
Warren among the well-wishers. 

Last month, at 89, Judge 
Learned Hand died peacefully in 
the New York home where he 
and his wife had lived since 

1902, Many would recall the 
words that ended his “spirit of 
liberty” speech: 

. “The spirit of liberty is the 
spirit of Him who, nearly 2,000 
years ago, taught mankind that 
lesson it has never learned, but 
has never quite forgotten: That 
there may be a Kingdom where 
the least shall be heard and con- 
sidered side by side with the 
greatest.”

Isle Of History 
— Also Mystery 


They call Socotra the Isle of 
Dragon’s Blood and the Abode 
of Bliss. 

The history of the Arabian 
Sea’s largest island reaches back 
to Biblical days when traders 
flocked there for the pungent 
juices and resins of aloes, frank- 
incense, and myrrh. 


Still exported are small quan- 
tities of the traditional aromat- 
ics, which are used in perfume, 
incense, and drugs. So is the 
famous red gum of the dragon’s 
blood . tree, shipped abroad to 

» make varnish and dye. But So- 
cotra, despite its exotic asso- 
ciations, is hardly a place to in- 
spire poets pr lure, tourists. 

From the air this outlying ter- 
ritory of Britain’s Aden protec- 
torate has a wild and haunted 
look, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Monsoon winds 
and waves have carved its bar- 
ren mountains and rocky coasts 
into strange forms. Lack of har- 
bors and the hazards of sur- 
rounding waters are handicaps 
that caused the British to trans- 
fer an early coaling station there 
to the port of Aden on the 
Arabian Peninsula. 

The Sultan of Socotra, who 
also rules the small mainland 
area of Qishn, is subjject to 
British control only in foreign 

affairs. He is absolute monarch 

over his people, who are kept 
docile and law-abiding by stern 
punishments decreed since me- 
dieval times. 

Unlike its more fortunate 
neighbors,. Socotra has found no 
oil deposits to pay for develop-

Today most cars have automa- 
tic transmission, but with this 
additional progress the car 


makers seem to have reverted to - 


the confusion of the days before 
the standard shift. What we are 
talking about is the fact that the 
automatic shift position for 
“park” in one car may be that 
for “reverse” in another. 

It may have been all right for 
cars to have different shift posi- 
tions in the old days. Familiarity 
with the various systems was 
Samething to brag about, especial- 
Iv\if one knew nothing else. But 
confusion between the “park” 
and “reverse” positions in thése 
days of teeming traffic may. easi-~ 
ly be disastrous, Matters are not 
helped by the tendency for one 
family to own two cars, whose 
shift patterns may differ. 

The time is here for another 
great meeting of minds on shift 
patterns, in the interest of safety. 
Furthermore, such standardiza- 
tion would very likely save the

which blankets the prairie prov- 
inces of Canada, choking off 
and drying up lakes, ponds, 
sloughs, and dugouts, shows up 
vividly in the hills of south- 
eastern Saskatehewan near the 


1. Manitoba border. 


This is lake country. But 
scores of the little lakes have 
shrunk to only fractions of their 
normal size..In some cases they 
have disappeared, leaving, only 
alkali patches in their wake,

This is the Moose Mountain 
country. It is ordinarily a ver- 
dant land. It is a land of tall 
trees and a lot of brush, It is a 
land of recreation as well as 
farming and ranching. Moose 
Mountain Provincial Park lies 
in the middle of it. The park is 
the choicest of the lands down 
here, a littlé over 50 miles above 
the Canadian-United States bor- 
der and about 70 miles east of 
Weyburn, Sask. 

Moose Mountain is a large 
promontory rising about 1,000 
feet above the flat prairie land. 
It is the highest point between 
Saskatchewan’s Cypress Hills 
and Manitoba’s Riding Moun- 


~ tain. It was a favorite fishing 


and hunting area for the Indians 
— the Crees and others, whose 
area the pastures of Moose Moun- 
tain and its lakes make excelient 
facilities for ranching, when 
moisture is normal.

One of the ranches down here 
is owned by John B. Minor, who 
also operates a bigger ranch in 
southwest Saskatchewan, north 
of Swift Current in the Great 
Sand Hills. Se 


Flying across the southern 
part of the province, he .ex- 
plained that much less land is 
needed to graze one animal on 
his Mooge Mountain ranch than 
on his much bigger ranch in the 
Sand Hills.

‘The flight across the southern 
part of Saskatchewan gives 4a 
clear picture of the impact of a 
year of drought. The picture is 
spotted. Some areas will produce 
a fairly good wheat crop, such 
as north of Weyburn, where as 
much as 20 bushels of grain per 
acre may be harvested. These 
are areas which had timely rains 
-- enough to replace at least in 
part the moisture literally sap- 
ped from the ground and wheat 
stems by unusually high temper- 
atures this summer.

Some of: these are patches of 
wheat and coarse grains, such 
as oats'and barley, that manag- 
ed to head up and will be in 
condition to harvest. 

A lot of it never came to 
proper fruition, or it may be 
too short, with’ weeds growing 
amidst the grain. It will be cut 
and baled for feed for stock 
during the winter. 

It catches and holds the few 
rains that come down, and it acts 
as a “seal” to keep subsurface 
moisture from being drawn to 
the surface and evaporated. A 
side ‘effect, equally important, 
develops from the light color of 
the surface. This tends to reflect 
much of the intense heat of the 
blasting summer sun. No longer 
is the old “black” summer fal- 
‘low considered the hallmark of 
a good farmer. 

Despite the drought, farmers 
are busy. The designs they make 
in their fields, discernible from 
the air, mark the kind of work 
they are ‘doing. A continuous 
‘line indicates swathing or mow- 
ing for hay. Broken lines indi- 
cate bales of hay or grain cut for 
feed.

The Jews have suffered at the 
hands of many rulers. In Paul's 
day, Emperor Claudius Caesar 
commanded all Jews to depart 
from Rome, the capital city. But 
the Jews are an enterprising 
people. For so many centuries 
without a homeland, when driven 
from one country, they are soon 
doing a successful business in 
another, 

For Aquila and Priscilla, their 
explusion from Rome had & 
happy sequence. As they worked 
at their trade of tentmaking in 
Corinth, they were joined by 
Paul who had the same trade. 
For a year and a half Paul 
preached in Corinth. When he 
left for Ephesus, Aquila and 
Priscilla accompanied him, They 
remained there when Paul pro- 
ceeded to Antioch. 


In Ephesus this consecrated 
couple performed an important 
service to Apollos, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the Scrip- 
tures, who. came to Ephesus. 
Apollos ‘knew of the baptism 
unto repentance for sins. Aquila 
and Priscilla expounded to him 
the way of the Lord more per- 
fectly. They also helped prepare 
the way for a favorable recep- 
tion for him in Corinth where 
he had an effective ministry. 


After the death of Claudius, 
Aquila-and Priscilla returned to 
Rome. Paul’s greetings to them 
in his letter to the Romans indi- 
cate that much of their valuable 
service is unrecorded. Here it is, 
“My helpers in Christ Jesus: 


who have for my life laid down. 


their own necks; unto whom not 
only I give thanks, but also all 
the churches of the Gentiles:” 
From this we see that they risk- 
ed all for Christ and had a use- 
ful ministry among the various 
Gentile churches. : 

God can make the wrath of 
man to praise Him. The decree 
expelling Jews from Rome turn- 
ed out well for Aquila and 
Priscilla. They were led into 4 
friendship with Paul and an un- 
derstanding of the Gospel that 
opened the door for effective 
lives of service. 


Would that we had more lay- 
men who would enter such an 
experience of the salvation of 
Jesus Christ, that while continu- 
ing with their work, they would 
be effective witnesses for their 
Lord. 


Wanton Destruction 
Of Animal Life 


Naturalists all over the world 
were elated recently at the birth 
of a whooping crane — America’s 
rarest and tallest bird — in the 
New Orleans Zoo, 

Why? Because these birds with 
their snow-white plumage seem- 
ed likely to become as extinct as 
the dodo, Some -scientists were 
beginning to call them “modern 
dodos.” Short of the hatching of 
a dinoseur egg, no other event in 
the animal world could have 
given bird-loverg a greater thrill. 

There are only seven whooping 
cranes in captivity and only forty 
still alive throughout the werld, 

It's these great birds’ resonant, 
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Until the East German government closed ovenues of emigration, more 
thon 150,000 refugees fled to 


trumpet-like cry that gives them 
their name. On windless days it 
can be heard three miles dff. 


Man’s interference often leads 
to the wiping out of wild crea- 
tures, but the dodo is extinct 
because he allowed himself» to 
forget the art of flying and 


‘gradually lost his wings. So when 


European sailors came’ to their 
homes in Mauritius they were’ 
able to kill and eat them whole- 
sale until the last one had gone. 

Experts warn that the horse 
may soon become extinct. But 
“soon,” according to a famous 
geologist, “means within ten or 
twenty million years.” 


Two famous Austrian wild 
creatures, the duck-billed pldty- 
pus and the facinating little 
koala bear, reached the point of 
near-extinction a few years ago. 
Only drastic protection measures 
saved them from disappearing 
from the earth. 

From the Turkish coast comes 
news that the eleven-foot-long 
monk seal, once common on the 
Mediterranean coasts, may be 
near extinction. 

Some Egyptian fishermen 
found a female monk seal near 
Port Said some years ago and 
thought that it had somehow 
wandered there from the Arctic. 

‘They packed the creature in 
ice and consigned it by railway 
to Alexandria for examination. 
The journey killed it. 

Naturalists are unanimous. in 
asserting that man’s craze for 
wanton destruction was the cause 
of the annihilation of the beauti- 
ful bird known as the great auk, 
or garefowl. 

Since its extinction — the last 
specimen was clubbed to déath 
by fishermen in 1844 on Eldey, 
a rocky isle off the south-west 
coast of Iceland — more books 
have been written about it than 
about any other bird. 

The men who killed the last 
specimen, on an island inhabited 
mainly by gannets, thought it 
was a witch! ; 

About eighty skins or -stuffed 


specimens of the great auk sur- 


vive in the museums of the world 


to-day — the sole remains of a. 


species which once could be 
numbered by the million.

Even with the most modern 
equipment, farming is not easy. 
With primitive tools, it is often 
hack-breaking work.

very rhythm of Amish toil re- . 


flects a quiet Christian grace. 

‘ On any given day the horses 
are groomed, the cows milked 
and the chickens fed and water- 
ed before breakfast. These are 
daily chores. After the break- 
fast (always hearty) comes the 
appointed day’s work. If it is 
haying season, the girls may be 
called to help fork the long 
windrows of limp hay into piles 
for the baler after the most 
pressing household chores are 
done. They are excused in time 
to start the big noon meal. Ev- 
eryone works until five o'clock, 
then the horses are unhitched 
and the harness removed, After 
the sweaty collars are lifted off, 
the horses’ shoulders are washed 
with warm water and carefully 
dried to prevent chafing. (Ani- 
mals are gifts of the Great Pro- 
vider and must be looked after 
tenderly.) Then they are fed and 
watered. 

Meanwhile the womenfolk 
have again fed and milked the 
cows, gathered the eggs and 
made supper by adding what- 
ever seems required to the dishes 
served for the noon meal. After 
this last meal of the day, the 
work still goes on. If tomorrow 
is market day, the whole family 
pitches in to prepare the vegeta- 
bles, gathering, scrubbing, siz- 
ing and tying them in bunches. 

he eggs are crated, perishables 
ake carried to the cool stream in 
the, springhouse. At last comes 
evening devotionals, with the fa- 
ther or a grown son reading 
high-German from the big Book, 
and ending with sentence pray- 
ers from everyone down to the 
smallest child. 


A full day of hard work is be- 
hind the family, yet there are no 
cases of overwrought nerves or 
frayed tempers. © There is the 
soothing knowledge of tasks well 
done to speed them to their rest. 

This is the simple life. It will 
produce no renowned artists, no 
great writers nor, indeed, any 
written records of the people's 
daily lives except that done by 
others.

Heroes Who Don’t 
Get Headlines! 


Among the thatched huts of a 
Mekong Delta village near Saig- 
on, a mosquito-control team of 
eight men fanned out to spray 
DDT in South Vietnam’s constant 
fight against malaria. When the 
health officer in charge sounded 
the lunchtime signal, only six 
men returned, Three days later, 
the bodies of the two missing 
men were found floating in the 
palm-fringed Binh Chanh River. 
According to peasants, the two 
malaria fighters were killed by 


- a band of twenty men, presum- 


ably Communists, who wore dark 
clothing and carried daggers. 


Though lamentable, these re- 
cent casualties were hardly ex- 
traordinary to those acquainted 
with the peculiar hazards of 
combating malaria-bearing mos- 
quitoes in tropical | Vietnam. 
Other reports about that strange 
battlefront last week from 
Newsweek's correspondent Fran- 
cois Sully: 


Six native anti-malaria work- 
ers carrying out spraying opera- 
tions 100 miles northeast of 
Saigon were kidnapped by Com- 
munist-infiltrated primitive 
bushmen. Fate: Unknown. 


In Cangioc, 10 miles south of 
Saigon, “South Vietnam Libera- 
tion Front” rebels ambushed a 
six-man mosquito - eradication 
team, destroyed their equipment 
while threatening worse if they 
tried to continue the job. The 
mosquito-killers, said the am- 
bushers, were making village 
maps that might be used to track 
rebel guerrillas. 

Since February 1958, when 
President Ngo Dinh Diem laun- 
ched a massive drive against the 
malaria-bearing anopheles mos- 
quitoes in South Vietnam, twen- 
ty eradicators have been killed 
and 20 others kidnapped. But as 
disheartening as this toll appears, 
it pales beside the yearly 30,000 
deaths and 600,000 hospital cases 
attributed to malaria in that 
Country. With these appalling 
statistics in mind, Diem’s health 
officials were determined not to 
let guerrilla violence slow their 
drive against one of the coun- 
try’s greatest health menaces. 
Gen. Tran-Tu-Oai, chief admin- 
istrator of the anti-malaria cam- 
paign, said: “We have no inten- 
tion to quit. This war against 
disease has to be won.” 

To win it, General Oai has 
been dispatching un army of 
2,000 brown - uniformed DDT 
sprayers to the remotest spots in 
hig rugged country, in trucks 
and jeeps; on motorbikes, even, 
where roads allow; in outboard- 
powered canoes where streams 
permit. (The U.S. contributed 
$11 million, mostly in equip- 
ment, to the fight.) In the 
jungle-thick Vietnamese Cordil- 
lera, teams leave their trucks for 
slower but. more dependable 
elephants. Every hut is a target 
for DDT or a comparable mos- 
quito-killing insecticide; and in 
an average year the workers 
give 1,250,000 dwellings some 
protection against the debilitati- 
ing disease, ; 

Now, the ‘drive is paying off. 
North of Saigon, where roughly 
92 per cent of the dwellings 
(occupied by 6 million people) 
have been treated, officials have 
reported a sharp drop in malaria 
infection (7.22 per cent in 1958 
to 1.48 per cent this year) found 
in blood slide examinations.

Express and stage sta- 
tion, but also’ the log blacksmith 
cabin with bellows and work- 
bench. Like a timeless giant, the 
stone walls and cast-iron doors 
of Fort Schellbourne are here 
to greet you. We were shown 
around by Mrs, Ruth Russell, 
owner of the ranch, -who told 
us that she and Mr. Russell are 
proud of these historic items and 
intend to preserve them. We 
picked up horseshoes and other 
relics of the Pony days. It seem- 
ed as though the Gosiute Indians 
might come riding over the near- 
est ridge at any’ instant. 

Fort Churchill is in ruins. One 
of the buildings used to have a 
marker in front of it designating 
it as\the Pony Express station, 
but, apparently, it has been sto- 
len even though it is in a state 
park.

‘This Hotel Was 


Too Popular! 


It isn’t true that all the olives 
in the martinis at. the Fontaine- 
bleau in Miami Beach are uncut 
emeralds, but there are enough 
real-life attractions to have made 
the huge hotel a mecca for well- 
heeled vacationers ever since it 
opened in 1954. Aside from the 
largest private beach in the area 


and acres of cabanas, it often , 


features “gala” shows with big- 
name stars such as Frank Sina- 
tra and Sammy Davis Jr. More 
than bringing in paying uests, all 
this has also put the Fontaine- 
bleau high on the tourist's list 
of places to visit. As many as 
8,000 persons have jammed into 
the hotel at the same time — 
most of them just to take a look 
around, 

But there will be no mob 
scenes at the Fontainebleau this 
winter. President Ben Novak 
last month turned the Fontaine- 
bleau into a private club and 
health resort, closed to all but 
paying guests and their friends. 
Anyone coming in to look over 
the new bowling alleys, tennis 
courts, ice-skating rink, and in- 
door pool will have to sign up 
for a room first, at $27 to $35 a 
day per person (with meals), 
thus becoming a member of the 
private club. Novak explained 
the switch by noting that “there 
is a definite need (in Miami 
Beach) for a spa,” where a guest 
can get low-calorie meals, & 
medical checkup, and a daily 
massage. 

That wasn’t the entire story, 
as another executive of the hotel 
made plain: “Paying guests had 
become a minority group and 
weren't getting full use of our 
facilities.” Presumably, the pay- 
ing guests were getting annoyed 
and moving to other hotels. 


Space And Silence 
Far In The North 


The ice-cold water was mirror 
calm, and our bow wave erinkl- 
ed the pencil-sharp reflections of 
the mountains. Surprisingly we 
ran into huge swells inside the 
fjord. There was little to see 
because of the heavy mist blow- 
ing down over the coastal moun- 
tains from the hinterland of ice. 
It was the time to sleep. I went 
down to the cabin and climbed 
into my bunk, not bothering to 
undress. As I dozed I heard Mr. 
Shirer saying something about a 
box of prunes he had bought at 
the store in Longyearbyen. It 
made me contented and I imme- 
diately fell into a deep sleep. 

Next day we sailed into Kongs- 
fjord. This was the most beauti- 
ful fjord we visited. Glaciers, 
several miles wide, filled the 
head of the fjord. Mountain 
peaks, their black tops looking 
like polished marble, showed 
only a few hundred feet above 
the thickness of ice. Ahead of 
us in the blue distance were the 
three 4,000-feet “high crown- 


Dans, famous landmarks of 
Spitsbergen. Some parts of the 
fjord were cut sharply from 
view by protruding headlands of 
rock. The fjord was almost full 
of drifting ice; some pieces hard- 
ly showed while others weré 
nearly as long as our ship. Al- 
though the sun was hidden by 
ribbons of cirrus clouds, the 
larger floes still sparkled and 
reflected the green sea. 

We were surrounded by inter- 
minable space and silence. it is 
this feeling of space, of the big- 
ness and strength of the land- 
scape, that dominates one in the 
Arctic. Certainly, there is the 
beauty of colour and shape, 
which alone would be enough 
for pleasure. But the very cen- 
tre of your being stirs. You 
absorb the grandeur, the primi- 
tiveness and loneliness. Every 
sense builds on towards more 
excitement, which you know will 
always be sustained... . 

Near the shore line we watch- 
ed the dainty Arctic phalarope 
as it waded about searching un- 
der the pebbles with ite long 
beak, looking for food. As we 
steamed along the coast we often 
met this small wader, skimming 
over the water at great speed 
and calling with a high piping 


sound. There were numerous 
elegant and friendly waders, but 
they all looked the same to me, 
with their gray bodies and red 
legs. 

Further up the fjord the drain- 
ed slopes and warm gullies were 
covered with grass and flowers. 
The most abundant flowers we 
saw were the white and yellow 
poppies, short stalked and deli- 
cate looking. There were sever- 
al varieties of saxifrage, grow- 
ing together with pink stitchwort 


on-thin soil between rocks. On. 


the floor of the gullies, mosses 
and lichen grew amongst small 
clumps of reeds. Around the 
edges of the ponds and in the 
swampy ground the fluffy heads 
of bog-cotton looked like thistle- 
down.—From “Land of the Bog- 
Cotton,” by Russell Sutherland. 


A Most Worthy Son 
Of A Great Father 


The late John Lardner was 
only 47 when his career ended in 
1960. He possessed one of the 
most sophisticated serises of hu- 
mor of the current journalistic 
generation. His prose was sinewy 
and spare, according to modern 
tastes, and moved in lean, brisk 
tempos. 

Yet he managed to leave a 
curious impression of belonging 
to a richly romantic past. A 
faintly exciting promise in all he 
wrote suggested that he found 
himself in a fading but golden 


world peopled by the final but . 


not unworthy representatives of 
a legendary race. Whether deal- 
ing with hard-bitten marines of 
World War Il, flat-faced prize- 
fighters, or even television per- 
gonalities, he could place a cer- 
tain honest aura about the peo- 


- ple he liked. 
Lardner wrote about war as & 
combat correspondent; about 


prominent people and habit pat- 
terns as a social historian; about 
theater and television as a critic. 

All areas except the theater aré 
represented in this collection of 
essays entitled The World of John 
Lardner. But, like his father Ring 
Lardner, he never abandoned for 
long the field of sports. 

The world of John Lardner 
may be said to rest on the un- 
articulated but firm code of the 
sportsman. Honor, at least with- 
in one’s given set of rules, and 
courage: these were the impor- 
tant virtues. 

The people Lardner admired 
have innumerable faults, and 
their often narrow areas of ex- 
cellence vary astonishingly. But 
they all share the sportsman’s 
ability to be charming in victory 
and stoic in defeat. The peopie 
to whom he did not respond — 
Lindbergh and Jack Paar, 4 
strange pairing, are the notable 
examples among these essays — 
he judged as either praceless 
winners or poor losers. 

He prized childlike exuber- 
ance; he did not particularly 
value restraint beyond its pre- 
ence in a craft. (On the topic of 
drinking in the United States, 
for instance, he could be dis- 
tressingly casual.) He loved a 
gorgeous. sort of self-dramatiza- 
tion; he could not abide people 
who took themselves solemnly. 
Lardner’s pieces are essential- 
ly portrait sketches: from. the 
daffiest of the Dodgers, Babe 
Herman, to the young GI on the 
Iwo Jima beachhead, it is the 
diversity of human temperament 
that fascinates him. 

Like his father, he had an ex- 
act ear for speech and even 
more, a deadly sense for just 
what it betrays. (The parody of 
Mr. Paar is devastating precisely

than a profound commentator. 
He wrote from a pose of mildly 
bored nonchalance, good-humor- 
ed skepticism, and lightly ac- 
quired learning, as if he were an 
undergraduate working for & 
gentleman’s C. He assumed, 
probably correctly, that readers 
who were interested could dis- 
cern the conscientiousness and 
craftsmanship behind the pose. 

All journalists have a tempta- 
tion to turn life into a good 
story. Lardner, with his gift for 
storytelling and his genially bi- 
zarre wit, must have experienced 
this temptation more than most. 
But when the people he wrote 
about imperceptibly became wry 
myths, it seemed less a matter of 
professionally pumped-up enthu- 
siasm than the uncalculated 
vision of a gentle romantic, not 
quite resigned to his times. And 
perhaps this is the best tribute 
that can be paid him as a writ- 
er and as a man. 


Making It Easy To 
Own Death Weapon 


Every now and then a new 
car comes down the pike with 
such modishly classic lines and 
hummingly tuned engine that 
auto buffs as well as Sunday 
drivers pause to look and 
hanker. There was the Stutz 
Bearcat in 1913, for instance, the 
Lincoln Continental in 1939, the 
Mercedes 300SL in 1952, And in 
1961, there are the new Jaguar 
XK-E's. Only time will tell if 
these English sports cars with the 
dazzling looks and speed (150 
m.p.h.) really belong on the 
illustrious list of great cars, but 
they have undoubtedly got off to 
a racing start. 

After a sneak preview in 
Geneva, the XK-E’s—a hardtop 
selling at $5,970, and a roadster 
priced at $5,670—were officially 
unveiled at the International 
Auto Show in New York last 
March. Before the show closed, 
$30 million in orders had been 
written up, nearly as much bus- 
iness as all makes had done at 
the show a year earlier. Since 
then, the Jaguar plant in Coven- 
try has been on an overtime 
basis. But Jaguar production 
still lags well behind demand. 
Only 60 of the hand-tooled 
XK-E’s came off the assembly 
line last week, though by late 
next month output is scheduled 
to reach the 150-a-week mark. 

Much to the chagrin of British 
sportscar lovers, who have been 
doled out a mere 60 XK-E’s s0 
far, 80 per cent of production is 
ticketed for the U.S. But there 
may be a brand-new Jaguar on 
the road soon, designed specifi- 


cally with the British market in. 


mind, 

Sir William Lyons, founder, 
chairman, and managing director 
of the Jaguar Car Co., may re- 
place the Mark IX, a bulky sedan 
that sells at an equally bulky 
$6,100, with” a smaller, faster, 
ultra - streamlined sedan. It 
would weigh less than 2,000 
pounds (under Britain’s new de- 
flationary budget, the maximum- 
size car that a businessman can 
write off as a tax-deductible 
expense). Sir William may in- 
troduce the new Jag at the Lon- 
don Motor Show in October, but 
he's perfectly willing to settle for 
a later date if need be. As al- 
ways, he would rather let a cus- 


tomer: wait than “skimp on 
quality.” “The success of Jag- 
uar,” he says confidently, “is 


due to our quality.” 

If-the proof is in the payoff, 
no one can argue with him. With 
production running 15 per cent 
ahead of last year’s 25,000 cars, 
the company expects to surpass 
its banner fiscal year~of 1959 
when it earned $3.9 million. This 
year may even outshine 1957, 
when the company picked itself 
out of the ashes of @ devastating 
fire and got back into full prod- 
uction within twelve weeks. — 
From NEWSWEEK

Lifelong Security 


A statement from the dean of 
one of the U.S. nation's promi- 
nent law schools, given at grad- 
uation time a few weeks ago, 
still is worth repeating. It was 
the comment of Dean Erwin N. 
Griswold of Harvard University 
and it dealt with a subject 
familiar to all of us: As we con- 
sider mounting college enrol- 
ments and expenses, we also 
should be giving thought to the 
purpose of it all. 

You expect older persons to 
be concerned with security. But 
Dean Griswold, for one, cannot 
understand why so many of col- 
lege age also put personal se- 
curity above most other con- 
siderations, even at that age. He 
wonders what has happened to 
the one-time zest of young peo- 
ple for more adventure in voca- 
tions, those involving more risk 
and service of the kind that 
might pay off more in satisfac- 
tion and gratitude than in cash, 

Taking an example from his 
own profession, he asked, “How 
many Aludents leave law school 
these days with a desire to prac- 
tice in the field of criminal law 
conscientiously in the public in- 
terest,. or to represent people 
whose civil liberties are impéir-

in correctional work, or in youth 
guidance activities? 

“How many high ideals come 
into our law schools and are

Why do we do this? 

America “invests” billions in 
foreign aid, hopeful other na- 
tions will see the true spirit of 
this nation.

Writes Mrs. Ecles: 

“By the way, speaking of TV, 
I have been meaning to make a 
small comment which might be 
of interest to you and your 
friends in the shape of an ob- 
servation from a foreigner... 
Why do you people export so 
much that is misrepresentative 
of America? 


“We get 80 per cent of Ameri- 
can programs on our TV and, 
believe me, they represent the 
worst aspects of American life 
to such an extent that an en- 
tirely erroneous picture of the 
U.S. is presented.

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Fantastic Angies To 
Narcotics Traffic 

The United States has no trade 
with: Communist China. It is 
atrictly forbidden. 

Even American tourists to the 
Far East who may innocently 
purchase something originating 
in that Communist country are 
sternly divested of it by United 
States customs officials when 
they reach home shores. 

Despite this strict trade bar- 
rier millions of dollars worth of 
“goods” from Communist China 
are smuggled into the United 
States every year. 

The commodity is heroin. 
United States Commissioner of 
Narcotics Harry J. Anslinger has 
been particularly concerned 
about the extent of this traffic 
and the fact that it continues to 
flourish. He has reported the 
known facts concerning it to the 
United Nations Commission on 
Narcotic Drugs, of which he is 
@ member. 


And he has reported some of 
the fantastic methods used in 
transportation of this illicit com- 
modity in a revealing article en- 
titled, “The Red Chinese Dope 
Traffic,” in the Military Police 
Journal. 

Almort every country co- 
operates with other nations in 
trying to curb and contain this 
international traffic in narco- 
tics — except Communist China. 

As far as the United States is 
concerned authorities have found 
that the most common “port of 
_ entry” for narcotics is California, 
It travels from Communist 
China over the border into Hong 
Kong where agents deliver it to 
carriers who bring it here for 
distribution to “dope rings.” 

Even though some of these 
agents in the Far East are known, 
and the United States has noti- 
fied authorities there of the facts 
concerning them, 
China has taken no action. 

In January,-1959, the narcotics 
division of the Department of 
the Treasury concluded an in- 
vestigation involving 21 Chi- 
mese conspirators participating 
im a narcotics ring responsible 
for the exportation of a “stag- 


din’ amount” of heroin to the 
ited, States. 


But the conspirators were be-

. pe done, However the trail event- 
wally led to the proprietor of a 
men’s clothing store in the heart 
f San Francisco’s Chinatown. 
Here George W. Yee was found 
to be masterminding the huge 
drug ring in this country, He was 
eventually arrested along with a 


fellow-conspirator, Jung Jim. It . 


took a year of careful and risky 
investigation by undercover 
agents to turn up sufficient evi- 
dence to apprehend these and 
ether ringleaders. 
_In another case, the Bureau of 
Warcotics rounded up 30 smug- 
directly connected with the 


unist China dope traffic. 


The ringleader in this case was 


George Douglas Poole who 
supervised a vast operation from 
@an Francisco by which mer- 
ehant seamen smuggled heroin 
sewed into their clothing. 

This ring had three sources 
ef heroin in Hong Kong. They 
were known to seamen couriers 
@nly as Abdul, Calli, and Gold- 
teeth. Upon receiving the contra-

band, it was hidden on the ship 
until the vessel cleared the last 
port of call, Honolulu, when it 
was removed and sewed into the 
inner lining of a seaman’s jacket. 


When a longshoreman member 
of the gang boarded the vessel in 
the bay, along with other long- 
shoremen, he would exchange 
the jacket he was wearing with 
that of the courier. Thus, the 
local longshoreman would be al- 
lowed to leave the vessel with-

All were eventually apprehend- 
ed and received long sentences 
which put an end to their opera- 
tion for many years, writes Jose- 
phine Ripley in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 


Two New York vendors of 
heroin from Communist China 
were Yu Hong Ting and his 
wife, Leung Tam Yong Ting, 
who operated a curio shop. Com- 
missioner Anslinger relates that 
a search of their-shop turned up 
50 ounces of almost pure heroin, 
hidden in novelty pillow cases 
and in a large tea. container. 


Yu Hong Ting said he obtain- 
ed his supply from a seaman 
from Shanghai. Another New 
York City seizure produced 25 
pounds of crude opium in the 
possession of three Chinese sea- 
men, 

Hawaii is a way-station. often 
used in thé transportation of 
these narcotics. One agent there 
was a bit too trusting and hand- 
ed out a "heroin sample” to a 
United States narcotic agent. 
Within 48 hours the peddler was 
in the hands of the police, and 
a briefcase containing the lar- 
gest quantity of heroin ever seiz- 
ed in Hawaii was in the hands 
of authorities. 

Not only is the drug itself a 
menace, but it is suspected that 
money received for the heroin in 
Communist China is also being 
used egainst the free world, For 
instande, in 1955 it was dis- 
covered that 40 per cent of some 
700 Communist agents arrested 
in South Korea had narcotics in 


of raising fifth-column opera- 
tions funds.” 

Commissioner Anslinger’s hope 
is that “eventually circumstances 
will permit all countries to join 
with our country in: using the 
medium of the United Nations 
Commission on Narcotic Drugs 
and other international forums 
to marshal world opinion to 
force Communist China to stop 
this traffic in poison and death.

Looking At History 
In A British Road .- 


Walking in the Weald under 
the sun on a day in winter I 
found a road to do one good. 
And I mean by that a recognition 
of “road” 


might take pleasure in just liv- 
ing, at that moment; in the bodi- 
ly movements of one’s own legs 
and leathered feet or, say, in the 
steady slow sway of a walking 
horse. 

This road I found near the 
place where the borders of Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex meet not far 
from Cowden. It .was Rornan, 
but it was no mere route over 
the grass or through the woods, 


to be followed with a map and ~ 


the eye of faith. This was the 
road itself, the actual surface of 
iron slag which the busy peo- 
ple of that almost vanished civi- 
lization used on their way from 
Londinum Augusta. to the set- 
tlement where the town of 
Lewes is today. 


There were the faint wheel- 
marks of their carts preserved 
under the centuries’ accumula- 
tion of plough mould, now re- 
moved for our benefit. The 
short stretch is. defended from 
cows by a post-and-rail fence 
and on this you can lean and 
think. The fragments. of slag 


- from the ironworks with which 


this whole district was once 
dotted are the waste from a 
flourishing industry of. Roman 
Britain. This was the road 
which carried the’ cast pigs of 
‘metal, or the forged bars, 


- north to Londan to be made 


into tools and nails, or to be 
sent to some legionary work- 
shop to be hammered into wea- 
pons; this was the road also for 
the route taking the iron south 
to the now lost ports of the 
foreshore of Eastbourne and 
Seaford (where, in those days, 
the Rive Ouse entered the 
Channel) and Brighton, for ex- 


‘port across the Channel. 


You. stare at the surface of 
an actual Roman road, a thing 
not often to be seen, and the 
slag is a deep purple in strong 
sunlight. Down here in the quiet 
you can imagine the squeal of 
axle-trees and the crunching of 
the hoofs or the whistle of some 
overseer of the works riding to 
the little temple by this same 
road’s side ten miles or so north. 


And the infant stream down 
there in the hedge-bottom makes 
the same quiet continuous 
“chissssle” as it did eighteen 
centuries ago.

He had 1 ruble 
($1.10) down on a three-year- 
old mare named Cucaracha, who 
faded dismally to finish sixth in 
a field of eight.

It is per- 
haps the uncertainty of the 
results that attracts so many 
Russians to the two-tiered, yel- 
low concrete grandstand where 
they can lay their hard-earned 
rubles on the line three days a 
week (Wednesday, Saturday, 
and Sunday) for trotters or flat 
racers—and even, upon occasion, 
for galloping troikas. The Mos- 
cow track consistently draws 
some 5,000 Boviet fans, most of 
whom seem to know each other. 
They congregate in small groups 
to discuss the horses and pass 
on tips (there are no racing
